Long before the last seat has been 
taken, Mrs. Alice Morgan has arrived, her 
arms loaded with ticker tape, stocks and 
copies of Financial W ‘orld which she 
dumps on the table in front of the class 
Mrs. Morgan is seventy-eight and pure

energy. She probably won't sit down at 
the table for more than a minute during 
the entire evening 

She will begin the class without pre 
amble, perhaps with a question: ‘What 
is an investment?” Then: “What is ap 
preciation?”’ She expects an answer, and 
the right one; a good part of the class has 
been with her for three or four years, a 
few of the members were present at the 
original sessions five years ago. But there 
are newcomers and they learn from such 
review questions. Mrs. Morgan's classes 
never end, her students never graduate 
The subject they study is the financial 
structure of American industry which 
doesn't stand still. 

The class doesn’t meet, however, just 
to hear Mrs. Morgan, as interesting as 
she is, talk. She demands, and gets, active 
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participation. She doesn’t ask anyone to 
buy stock; she has never urged anyone to 
invest. But she does expect the members 
of her class to follow stock market re- 
ports in the newspapers, pay an 
sional visit to a broker and to subscribe 
to at least one reliable financial publica- 
tion. In addition they make “‘practice” 
investments, pretending to buy certain 
stocks and observing the performance of 
these stocks over a period of time 

Class members do buy stock, though. 
Nearly every member of Mrs. Morgan's 
class owns some stock and thereby takes 
an active part in the American free enter- 
prise system. They have done pretty well. 
Mrs. Morgan recently checked the stock 
purchases of seventeen members of her 
class over a four year period ending in 
December, 1955, and discovered that the

They had managed to save 
quite a little money over the years which 
he carefully invested in stocks. When 
Mrs. Morgan found herself with a list of 
securities as her sole support she began 
to take an active interest in the stock mar- 
ket. She noticed that some stocks were 
moving upwards rapidly and her interest 
quickened. She replaced some of the 
more solid stocks on her list with more 
enterprising items. She began trading on 
margin. Luckily she had begun to unload 
before that fateful October day in 1929 
but still it was a catastrophe of some pro- 
portions. 

Mrs. Morgan determined to make a 
study of investment so that she would 
have a sound basis of knowledge for 
future action. She subscribed to financial

‘I am giving you my seats at the Bos 
ton Symphony, Kate,” he announced as 
he ate his customary breakfast of fruit, 
hot cereal, tenderloin steak, coffee, toast 
and marmalade. ‘‘As you know, my ap 
petite is so poor, and I am going to 
Florida.

The houses of Deerfield, located in the Pioneer Valley of Massachusetts, 
form perhaps the most perfectly preserved village in New England. More 
than thirty eighteenth century houses survive and are lovingly maintained 
by their owners. Some, like the Dwight-Barnard House on the opposite 
page, are open to the public; others, like the Rev. Williams House, below, 
on the Deerfield Academy campus, are the private homes of people 

who like living in a village with a history. 








Land for the first Deerfield 
settlement was purchased in 
1666, but settlers were con- 
tinually harrassed by Indians. 
By 1682, the village had been 
rebuilt three times. In 1704, 
aided by the French, the Indians 
destroyed almost half the 
settlement and captured 112 
prisoners, in what became known 
as the Deerfield Massacre. 
During the fighting, even the 
strongly built house of John 
Sheldon was seized, and was 
used by the Indians as a de- 
pot for their prisoners. It later 
served us a tavern and was 
finally taken down in 1847. 

A reproduction of the house, 
opposite page, was built in 1929, 
and is open to the public. 
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Deerfield has changed very little over the years, as a comparison of 

the woodcut and photograph of The Brick Church will show. It was built 

in 1824 for a blind minister, Dr. Willard, who lost his sight in 1819 but 

continued to preach until 1829. The Brick Church replaced a Meeting House 

built in 1729 for Rev. John Williams, another minister who never saw his 

church, as he died before it was completed. The Wilson Print Shop, above, 

has moved many times since its construction in 1816. About 1820, 

Wilson sold his printing shop to a cabinet maker, Henry Catlin, who moved 

it across the street near his house. About 1830, the building was moved up 

the street where it served as a wagon shop, and later on, it was moved 

to the end of Memorial Street. Currently, it is back on its original site, is 

open to the public, and is used as a book shop and holds an exhibition 

of early printing implements. 
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The villagers of today's Deerfield live 
a quiet and peaceful life in a quiet 
and peaceful town. Mrs. Margery 
Howe, left, who runs The Fence Rail, 
a gift shop, is enthusiastic about 
Deerfield's past and its present. Keen 
on history, she can tell many fasci- 
nating stories of arts and crafts of 
bygone days—how a Miss C. Alice 
Baker bought up pewter from ped- 
lars, in order to prevent it from being 
destroyed; how, many, many years 
ago, a Miss Whiting started the 
Deerfield Blue and White Society, 
whose members made beautiful em- 
broideries, which are still preserved 
in many a New England museum. 
Dr. Frank L. Boyden, in dark suit, 
shown greeting Dr. William Reid, 
while Prof. B. K. Poland looks on, 
leads a busy life as Headmaster of 
Deerfield Academy, but frequently 


adds a note of nostalgia to the Deer- 
field scene when he rides down the 
Main Street in his horse and buggy. 





Mrs. Thorn, right, is one of many 
Deerfield residents who makes all 
sorts of craft items. Her specialties 
are hand woven luncheon sets and 
table covers. Photographer George 
French says Mrs. Thorn has occupied 
the same building since 1908, when 
he taught at Deerfield. Mr. Frederick 
P. L. Mills, a retired architect, has 
spent years on the study of the Colt 
rifle, and has published many articles 
and a book on the subject. Here, he 
holds a Kentucky Rifle made by John 
H. Hall, in Yarmouth, Massachusetts, 
before it became Yarmouth, Maine. 
Samuel Childs has been a tobacco 
grower and cattleman for many 
years and is the kind of Yankee you 
would expect to meet in Deerfield— 
a good citizn and a kind neighbor. 
Deerfield has had its share of writers, 
painters and poets, who have joined 
with its present citizens to preserve 
the charm and beauty of this New 
England village.

science-fiction as long as there has been 
science, and conjectures have varied as 
the science did. Among those to get our 
earthborn creatures aloft were Lucian of 
Samosata’s second century AD interplan 
etary, ‘A True History,” Jonathan Swift's 
Voyage to Laputa”’ in “Gulliver's Trav 
els,’ astronomer Johannes Kepler's “Som 
nium: or, The Astronomy of the Moon,” 
Frank Godwin's “The Man in_ the 
Moone,” and Cyrano de Bergerac’s “Voy 
ages to the Sun and Moon.’ 

Many American flights of fancy before 
Hale took the form of hoaxes, great fun 
for the early almanacks; Ben Franklin's 
Poor Richard with its description of the 
wonderful sight of a school of whales 
leaping up Niagara Falls, or the second 
issue of The Old Farmer's Almanac(h) 
in 1794 with its fanciful glimpse of the 
buildings on the moon through the elder 
Herschel’s new telescope. This latter 
yarn was to erupt in the New York Swan 
in August and September 1835. Her 
schel’s son had just set up a telescope near 
Cape Town in South Africa. Depending 
upon the slowness of news from this dis 


tance, one Richard Adams Locke told 
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tales of things seen on the moon—a field 
of poppies ‘‘precisely similar to the Pap- 


aver Rhoeas or ree? of our sublu- 


nary cornfields,’ buftaloes with visor-like 
bone growths to protect their eyes from 
the sun, and finally, man-bats. There were 
even conjectures as to the souls of these 
creatures. Prominent clergymen were con- 
sulted, and obliged with opinions. 

This hoax was followed by a balloon 
hoax in the same paper in 1844, per- 
petrated by another impoverished journal- 
ist, mamed Edgar Allan Poe. This de- 
scribed a three-day Trans-Atlantic bal- 
loon trip. 

Much depends upon the details, both 
their extravagance and their truth to life, 
and how they're brought off. Indeed, the 
imaginative process in fiction of selecting 
likely subjects and likely details contrib- 
utes to the heredity and environment of 
subsequent successful inventions. 

As Goya wrote, “The dream of reason 
produces monsters. Imagination deserted 
by reason creates impossible, useless 
thoughts. United with reason, imagina- 
tion is the mother of all art and the 
source of all its beauty.”

Verne drew heavily upon the scien 
tific journals of his times, including our 
Scientific American, llith 
year, and now more lucid and factually 
rich than when it was taken over from 
its inventive Yankee founder by the son 
of the hoaxing New York Sun editor in 
1847. Conversely, today’s middle-aged 
engineer looks back at a steady stream of 
fiction to test his youthful and growing 
credulities. The perennial Hugo Gerns 
back was editing ‘Modern Electrics” in 
1911 (serializing his

ee YEAR, WHEN PRESIDENT EISENHOWER signed the Congress-approved bill au 
thorizing expenditure of some three million dollars for a three year survey, 
beginning in 1956, of the possibilities for harnassing the tides of Passamaquoddy Bay 
this easternmost region of the United States became firmly established once again as 
a place well worth watching. Eastport, Maine, its hub, hardly takes any prizes for 
civic beauty. Perry and its Indian settlement to the north are quaint. The war surplus 
remains at "Quoddy Village have never been able to take on any great enthusiasm for 
living. On the American side, perhaps only Lubec stands out as a city of great charm

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apa PENN WARREN is at home, in Fairfield, Connecticut, and he intends to 
stay there (most of the time), a transplanted Southerner on New England soil 
At the moment he is writing an article on desegregation for a national magazine. This 
doesn’t seem to be producing any internal conflict despite his Southern background 
and his present residence north of the Mason and Dixon line. “I'm doing a survey 
on what people think, not what I think. Anyway, I'm an integrationist. It has to come, 
it’s inevitable. I don’t know how long it will take. I've heard some negroes themselves 
say it might be fifteen or twenty years.”

He is regarded as one of the leading Ameri- 
can poets of this century, (recipient of many poetry awards and holder of the Library 
of Congress Chair of Poetry during 1944-45), as a distinguished playwright (winner 
of the Screen Writers Guild Melzer Award for the Best Play of the Year, 1949), and 
as an outstanding critic and teacher. Robert Penn Warren will soon start work on 
another novel.
